were afraid there might be small­ 


pox, and, in fact, two cases did 


develop in one of the cars, but 


were 
taken 
out, 
the 
bedding 


burned, 
the cars 
fumigated and 


every precaution taken. 


T h e Indians heard of the cases, 


however, and were determined to 


take no chances. 
T h e y ordered 


the boarding cars to be moved, and 


they were taken to K iow a. A t the 


latter place they received no better 
treatment 
or 
welcome 
than 
at 
Johnsburg, and were sent to S a­ 
vanna. 
T h at place kad no warmth in its 
heart for the colored people, and 
they were driven from their work 
to the cars at the muzzles of shot­ 
guns and Winchesters, 
and were 
told if they did not get out they 
would be burned, and one car was 
set fire to and burned as a warn­

She and her husband

health failed 
and they sold their farm and left 
for 
Florida. 
T h ey 
subsequently 
went 
to Tennessee, and last 
N o ­ 
vember located in Arkansas. 
A ll 
they had left was a team. 
Mr. Field took sick the first day he 
got work and died three weeks aft­ 
erward. 
A week later a child died. 
Consumption was 
making 
rapid 
progress with Mrs. Field, and her 
lo-year-old daughter took charge 
of their affairs. 
She sold the team and household 
effects and started,with her mother 
and two small sisters, for their old 
home in Vermont, that her mother 
might die among relatives. 
T h ey arrived at St. Louis early 
this morning and came over the 
Vandalia, arriving here this after­ 
noon with Mrs. Field unconscious 
Ten minutes later she died.

out, 
the 
bedding 
burned, the cars 
fum igated and 
every precaution taken. 
The Indians heard of the cases, 
however, and were determined to 
take no chances. 
T h ey ordered 
the boarding cars to be moved, and 
they were taken to K io w a. A t the 
latter place they received no better 
treatment 
or 
welcome 
than 
at 
Johnsburg, and were sent to S a­ 
vanna. 
T hat place kad no w arm th in its 
heart for the colored people, and 
they were driven from their work 
to the cars at the muzzles of shot­ 
guns and W inchesters, and were 
toid if they did not get out they 
would be burned, and one car was 
set fire to and burned as a w arn­ 
ing.

New Device to Ee Used b y tiic Engineer 
Corps. 
A new machine that looks some­ 
thing like a b icy cle is to he used b y 
the engineer corjjs of tiie army for 
map-making purposes in Cub a. Two 
wheels, each over three feci in eircuni- 
ference, the rear one following in the 
track of the other, work the mechan­ 
ism of the machine, xls tlirec soldiers 
push the machine forward the map is 
drawn automatically , 
showing the 
compass direction of the route tra­ 
versed and also the differing levels 
along the route, fora line indicating 
altitude will show a change of 50 feet 
in level for every inch recorded on 
the paper. 
The machine is called an 
orograph, b ecause it records these dif­ 
ferences in level. 
If it will do what is claimed for it 
it will make a route survey far more 
rapidly than it could b e carried out 
in any other way , and a comb ination 
of these survey s will give a fairly ap­ 
proximate idea of the lay of the land. 
T he machine will thus serve the pur­ 
poses 
of topographic mapmaking, 
and the maps produced will b e more 
accurate than a good many pioneer 
maps and will survive the needs of 
the regions mapped fairly well till in 
time tiiey are supplanted b y scientific 
topographic maps b ased upon trig­ 
onometrical survey s. 
A' 
Awhile ago a teacher in Brookly n 
used a b icy cle during hi-s summer va­ 
cation to help him make a tourist map 
of a very interesting district in the 
Catskills. 
Ilis cy clometer recorded 
the distances, and he took compass 
b earings at every im portant b end in 
the roads and paths and noted the b ig 
hills and ranges as he went along. He 
took distances b etween all the towns, 
and even included in liis survey the 
rough wood roads and the paths down 
steep slopes half hidden in the under­ 
b rush if they led to some fine outlook 
on the hillside that would delight the 
hy art of the summer b oarder. 
Ilis 
survey carried him over many a nide 
where the roads or paths were 
not 
adapted for b icy cling, b ut the cy clom­ 
eter records were all right 
whether 
he rode the wheel or trundled it. 
Every little while lie would slop 
to fill a page of his noteb ook with dis­ 
tances, directions, streams 
crossed 
and other intvresting information, 
and in the evening he would put the 
results of his day 's work on his map, 
drawing it in carefully to scale. 
He 
stuck quite faiihfully to this annise- 
ment. though he would 
sometimes 
take a few day s off and seek variety 
in the mild 6 i versions common to the 
Catskills, b ut at the end of the sum ­ 
mer he liad a tine map that sliowed all 
the hiixhwavs and b vwavs in the heart 
of the mouritains for miles around; 
and in order that the b enefits of Ids 
toil might not b e confined to his own 
family he liad his map engraved wlicn 
he returned to the city , and it is a b it 
of cartographic work that is worth 
possessing if one spends a little while 
in the region where it was done. 
The ingenious cartographic b icy cle 
which the government will send to 
Cub a will do its mapping as it goes 
along and will show difl'erences 
of 
level as well as distances, b ut it is safe 
to say that the men in charge of it 
will not have half as much fun as the 
Brookly n teacher g(» t out of his b i- 
evcle-mapping tours. 
4 hey cannot 
ride their machine, and it will take 
three men to push it; b ut if ail goes 
well they may accomplish a good deal 
of useful work in an interesting is­ 
land that is still very poorly mapped.

The Danger from the Importation 
of 
^ 
Animals. 


An ab stract of J. S. Palm er’s essay 
on ‘''Fhi; Hanger of Introducing Nox­ 
ious Animals and Birds” ajipears in 
Our Animal I'riends. Tlicre are sev­ 
eral* societies in this country for the 
express purpose of purchasing and im­ 
porting Huropean b irds. One society 
in Cincinnati has contrib uted $9 .000 
to this ob ject, and other cities have 
raised considerab le sums. 
Our con­ 
temporary thinks it would b e well 
that all such experiments should b e 
made under the Siiiiclion of govern­ 
ment experts of the departm ent of ag­ 
riculture. 
In addition to voluntary 
im})orUitions it often happens that 
animals are unintenlionally b rought 
into the country , us trading vessels 
have carried the 
European 
house 
mouse ail over the glob e, and the in­ 
troduction of rab b its into Australia 
is perhaps the most striking example 
of the dangers of uiicoiisidered im- 
[lortalions. They were introduced for 
[iiirposes of sport, and were lib erated 
near ilelb ourne in 18 64. 
\Y thin 12 
y ears thev had spread over tliccoun- 
try and b ecamea veritab le plague,and 
millions of dollars have b een s})cnt 
for b ounties, poisons and other m eth­ 
ods of destruction. 
Thousands 
of 
miles of rab b it-proof fences have b een 
b uilt, and in 18 8 7 no loss than 19 ,- 
18 2,539 rab b its were 
destroy ed 
in 
New South Wales alone, aud the rab ­ 
b its seem to b e on the increase. The 
little Indian mongoose was imported 
into Jamaica to cope with a plague of 
rats and proved most cilective, b ut 
after it had destroy ed the rats it 
turned its attention to tlie domestic 
animals and poultry , so that the is­ 
landers would now b e glad if they 
could get rid of tlie posts. 
Such are 
a few examples of the danger of dis­ 
turb ing nature's b alance.
